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The “Y”’ and the World 


A universal community problem is to balance the rights 
of the individual with the restraint of the individual for the 
common good. No restraint is anarchy. Complete restraint 
is slavery. It is in the proper balance of restraints that the 
strength of a democracy lies. It is also in the recognition of 
the individual as such. For we are not_the same. We have 
our individual likes and dislikes; our individual beliefs; our 
individual codes of conduct;—and our individual heresies 
and aberrations from the norm. We can be thankful that 
such is the case, for can there be any more horrendous 
thought than that we must aspire only to a uniformity of 
thought and action! 


Being individuals, we are still inextricably bound by the 


relationship of ourselves to others, and they to’ us, so we 


compromise; we pass laws consonant with the greatest good 
for the greatest number. We form organizations to further 
the general welfare. We bind, restrict, restrain and circum- 
scribe the individual because the experience of being has 
taught us that a denial of some individual freedom insures 
an even greater freedom, and, in a democracy, we can tight- 
en, loosen, or eliminate our bonds by collective action. 


The greatest gift that God gives man is the use of in- 
tellect to direct and control instinct. But here lies a danger 
and the heart of the problem, for the very nature of control 
demands a certain uniformity. And complete uniformity is 
slavery in action-and idolatry in thought. 

In our desire to achieve a reasonable balance of co-exis- 
tence we use such terms as the brotherhood of man — fellow- 
ship — tolerance. But even in the small cosmos which is 
Franklin County, the action resulting from those ideas is 
incomplete, and we are bound by small-group thinking, with 
the group then becoming individual. This is entirely right and 
proper, for if we believe in the covenanted liberty of the indi- 
vidual, then we must perforce believe in the collective liberty 
of the group. 

“Individuals group themselves together for collective ac- 
tion in physical and intellectual activity, for the communion 
of the spirit, for the promotion of their own desires. But they 
still remain separate groups, and though their vision be wide, 


their action is bound by acceptance by the individual of the 5 


group, idea. 

There is but one organization in the County wherein 
the individual has complete freedom of association on an 
eaualitarian basis, and that is the Greenfield Community 
YMCA, It is astounding enough to be a phenomenon. The 
Community “Y’’ is certainly unique, and the growth of the 
whole “Y” movement from rather narrow beginnings to its 
present stature is a welcome and hopeful surety of the prog- 
ress of mankind from words and ideas to action. We salute 
them during National YMCA Week, and appreciate the fact 
of the.Greenfield Community YMCA being a true County or- 
ganization. 

Some 1800 years ago, Marcus Aurelius, in an essay on 
The Triple Responsibility, said “Every man has three rela- 
tions to acquit himself in; his body, God and his neighbors.” 
There is the essence of the “Y’’; the supremity of the divinely 
inspired individual in finding a workable and universal course 
of action.

the window tray from the shyer 
chickadees who moved to a shrub 
nearby to wait for another chance 
to feed. 

Bread and cake crumbs, and 
sunflower seeds met with the ap- 
proval of the nuthatches too. 
Chickadees grasp a seed sideways 
in their tiny beaks while the 
white breasted nuthatch picks up 
the seed by the thick end. If the 
first one doesn’t suit or fit his 
bill he tries another. Then away 
he flies to a tree, hitching his way 
up the trunk. He stops, turns 
head down, places the seed in a 
crack in the bark and proceeds to 
hammer away using his head as a 
hatchet. In short order the hull 
would fall away and the oily ker- 
nel slide down his throat. Some 
seeds were cached for future ref- 
erence. 

Without fanfare the little red- 
breasted nuthatch came for his 
share of the bounty—to eat his

Budgets at Civil Council Meeting 


The civil council met Wednes- | west basement room in the former 


day evening at the town hall and 
held an informal round table dis- 
¢ussion of town affairs. Many in- 
teresting phases of town activities 
were considered. 

‘The opinion of all seemed to be 
that contests for town offices were 
desirable and that a possible solu- 
tion might be a citizens’ caucus 
in addition to the caucus held each 
year by the Republican town com- 
mittee. 

It was reported that repairs to 
the Schell bridge are necessary 
and will soon demand definite ac- 
tion by the town. The county com- 
missioners at a meeting this 
week allocated $2,000 toward the 
cost of these repairs which are 
estimated at $15,000. The state- 
ment was made that the state 
will assume 60% of the total cost 
and the town will be asked to ap- 
propriate the remainder. 

F. Sumner Turner, superintend- 
ent of schools, spoke at length on 
the school budgets and answered 
many questions from those pres- 
ent. Interesting points of his re- 
port were these: 

There are now 348 pupils reg- 
istered at the Center school with 
44 of these in the kindergarten, 
divided into morning and after- 
noon groups. There will be an 
added grade requiring another 
teacher and another room this fall. 
The committee has allowed in the 
budget $500 to place the north- 


high school building in condition 
for this use. 

At the regional school there are 
175 pupils from Northfield. 

The totals for the year’s budget 
or Northfield are: regional school, 
capital budget, $31,777.54; operat- 
ing budget, $82,034.87; Center 
school budget, $91,388; total, $205,- 
200.21, 

This total is without considera- 
tion of reimbursements from the 
state for some of the items in the 
annual budget. 

Mr. Turner spoke of the pro- 
posed plan of authorizing the set- 
ting up of grades 13 and 14 in 
some of the high schools of the 
state (junior college grades) con- 
cerning which a bill is now being 
considered for the legislature. If 
and when such a plan seems feasi- 
ble the Pioneer Valley regional 
high school has the necessary ac- 
commodations for these grades. 
The plan of course is to relieve 
the congestion in our colleges of 
these first two college classes. 

Mr, Turner extended to all citi- 
zens an invitation to visit the 
Pioneer Valley regional school at 
any time and see it in actual op- 
eration. 

The next meeting of the council 
will be on Feb. 26 when the arti-
